As stated above, we left Vicksburg about 7: **5 p-n. and arrived in the 
Jacks cn area about 8:30 or 8:35 p.m. Our approach to Jackson was from the

.^oves th.-ough the Jackson city limits, thus we moved at a veiy moderate 
race w-ich some stop-and-go driving along this stretch of Highway 80. V/e 
finally turned due north (left, off Highway 80) and arrived in dovmtown 
Jackscr. at the locatior: cf the railroad station. I do not recall the name 
cf the 3'rset cn to which ve turned from Higlwoy 80. ■ 

>:..ut a mile or tvr before mailing the left turn of f^ Hi ghway 80 and 
while s*.ill cn Highwa;.' 33, the driver of the car, Mr, said to me, 

"What i: you make of thac chlng flying up there,"? He pointed about J+5° 
to the left and about £0' or 30° above the horizon. I saw then a verj' 
ir.teristir.c si^tt. It atteared to be not over’ a mile away -- possibly not 
ever 1 ' tile - and was novi.og on a path about WlfW to KSE. It was moving 
very slr-ly ■ for an aircraft), keeping abovt the pace of our car which vas 
net 1. , :t 20 or 3'. nth in the heavy traffic. I will describe the 

apcesrtr:. *f the cra'"t in the next paragraph.

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Ky thought was that the craft vaa a blimp with an advortising 

arrangtzent suspended under its belly, V/hat I saw vas a series of lights 
that r*sv-5i around in a horizontal band much like the news-strip lights 
on the c*d rimes Newspaper Building in Timon Square, Hew York City. In fact, 
I spent pDEsibly 30 seconds or more tidying to read the advertisement, {it 
was conpleteli^ dark by this time, 8:30 p*m. or maybe 8:^140, and the yellowish 
lights were veiy clearly seen), I found, however, that I could not ’Vead**

the moving lights as they did not seem to actually form letters. The 
movement of the ligVited band was clock-vise looking upward from the ground. 

To have been an advertisememt , it probably would have rotated in the other 
directi’!";. The lighted band did not seem to me to be cii'cular but, rather, 
four-ii as the lights seemed to turn a corner much as the lights on 
Times “ ruare referred to above turned the corner of the building. The lighted 
band STemed to move, or circulate, at about the same speed as the Times 
Square .'.ews sign, and I vould have had no difficulty reading it had the lights 
actually formed letters of the Roman alphabet. If I wore forced to estimate, 

I would probably give the vertical height of the band at 5 to 8 feet and the 
length cf one side of the barid as about *i0 or 50 feet. Tlie object moved 
closer ^o us, of course, as it approached Highway CO. 

I feel sure that the entire object was not rotating as there was , 
a bluisr.-green light (unblinking) several feet out in front of the rotating 
bond. This light did not rotate with the band but hold its position and moved 
fevard only as the entire craft moved forward.

I stated earlier that my immediate impression on seeing the lights 
was that the object was a blimp with an advertising display. Actually, 

I siv crly the rotating band of lights and the blue-green "fixed" lights 
I at r., time saw the bofij* of the craft; so I could not state anything about 
the shape or color of the body of the craft, whether it was a blimp, or heli- 
copter, or other form of croft. 
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VTe observed the craft very plainly for two or three minutes. It appeared 

to change its course to due east before actually crossing Highway 80 and 

then eyteared to greatly increase its speed, but not its altitude. V/e lost 

sight :f the object while ve were waiting in traffic to make a left tui'n off 

Kighvsy to downto/fn Jackson. At this position the craft had moved eastward 

veil off toward the horicon but was still visible until our view was blocked 

by trees on the nor the as o corner of the intersection. This eastward course 

would have taken the craft near the new Jackson airport, some ten miles east 

of o'or rciitlon.

7;.= ncioe of the heavy traffic prevented the detection of any noise 
which aic; V nave emanated from the craft. I did not see that anyone else in 
the trs.r'fn * pattern or along the side of the road was paying any attention 
to the :rnf':. 

Ve proceeded into downtown Jackson where I left the car and signed into 
the hotel. The driver, Mr. Jones, went on his other missions. I have not 
seen Mr. ttmlBkor contacted him since. He* does not know that I have written 
this statement.
